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Eriocaulon nasuense Satake, sp. nov. (Figs. 1-2) 

Annua acaulis. Folia linearia, 15-20 cm longa, basi 7-12 mm lata, multi- 
nervia, fenestrata, apicem sensim angustata. Pedunculi aggregati, 60-120, 
maturi 20-35 cm alti, 5-8-costati, vaginis 8-12 cm longis apice oblique fissis. 
Capitula matura semiglobosa, 5-6 mm in diametro; bracteae involucrantes 
«quam capitulum breviores, late ovatae apice obtusae, 2-2.5 mm longae et latae,

This new species resembles E. atrum Nakai and E. Nakasimanum Satake, 
but the plant is more robust with densely tufted peduncles, and distinguish¬ 
able from the former in having glabrous receptacles and female petals and 
from the latter by the entirely glabrous floral bracts and female calyces.

:apice acuto-acuminata margine albo-membranacea. Stamina 6, tepalis 1/3 
ibreviora; antherae oblongae filamentis 1/2 breviores. Capsula matura fere 
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5 mm longa tepalis duplo supe- 
rans, triquetro-ovata, apice ros- 
trata. Semina subglobosa, casta- 
nea, ca. 1 mm longa; caruncula 
alba, cultrata, 2-2.5 mm longa.
